THE POLICE (PONDICHERRY AMENDMENT) REGULATION 

1979 

No. 2 op 1979 

Promulgated by the President in the Thirtieth Year of the Republic of 

India. 

A Regulation further to amend the Police Apt, 1881 as in force in the 
Union territory of Pondicherry. \VA , 

In exercise of the powers conferred by the sgperrid proviso to clause 
(1) of article 240 of the Constitution, thePr^Shnt is pleased to pro¬ 
mulgate the following Regulation made 'Ey himytr 

1. (I) This Regulation may be called the Polree (Pondicherry Amend¬ 
ment) Regulation, 1979. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In the Police Act, 1861 as in force in the Union territory of Pondi¬ 
cherry (hereinafter referred to as tl\e principal Act), after section 34-F, 
the following section shall be inserted, namely:— 

‘34-G, (I) Whoever sells or attempts to sell tickets for admissiop 
to a place of entertainment, except under the orders of, and at the 
place provided and price fixed in this behalf by, the proprietor of 
the entertainment, shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term 
which may extend to three months or with fine which may extend 
to one hundred rupees or both, 

(2) Any police-officer who takes cognizance of any offence under 
sub-section (1) may seize any ticket in respect of which he is satis¬ 
fied that any such offence has been committed.

(3) A court trying any offence punishable under sub-section (I) 
may, without prejudice to any other or further order or orders that 
may, in its opinion, be passed in the case, direct the forfeiture of 
any ticket which may have been seized under sub-section (2).

(a) “entertainment” means any exhibition, performance, 
amusement, game or sport to which persons are admitted on
